| BOZEMAN, Mont., Jan. 10.—() 

A Northwest Airlines transport 
plane crashed in flames on -a 
snow-covered peak high in the 
Bridger mountains, 14 miles north 
east of here, late today, carrying 
10 persons to their deaths. 


Sheriff Westlake, of Bozeman, 
who led a party on bobsled to the 
crash scene, said he counted nine 
bodies. He said they were char- 
red beyond recognition. North- 
west Airlines officials reported 
eight passengers and a crew of 
two were aboard. 

The fuselage of the plane was 
burned into a twisted mass of 
steel.: 

Sheriff Westlake said the plane 
appeared to have plunged nose 
first into the mountainside in a 
small clearing. 

Ranchers Witness. 

Two ranchers, cutting wood on 
the rugged mountain slope, said 
they saw the plane burst into 
flames as it hit the ground. They 
said they saw the plane go into 
a tailspin ae 200 feet from 
where they stood. 

The flames prevented them from 
any attempt to. rescue or extricate 
the plane’s passengers or crew, 
the ranchers, C. A. Larson and 
Glenn. White, said. They went 
out for help before the fire per- 
mitted close approach to the 
wreckage. 

A blizzard was raging when the 
sheriff’s party reached the wreck- 
age after trudging over two miles 
of snow-choked roads. 

The wings of the plane, the 
sheriff said, were not torn off. The 
nose of the ship appeared to have 
@#been snapped off by impact with 
the frozen ground. 

Three Tossed Out. 

Three bodies had been tossed 
out of the fuselage. The others 
were thrown to the forward part 
of the airliner. 

Gallatin County Corner. Nelson 
left for the scene, but was re- 
ported to have been turned back 
by the blizzard. Sheriff Westlake 
said roads were being blocked by 
new snow, and county highway 
officials said efforts to open them 
by snowplow would not be mad 
until an attempt was begun toa 
bring out the bodies. 

An airplane from Butte flew to 
the gulleyegashed mountain, but 
was unable to land because of 
weather conditions and the rug- 
ged terrain. 

Because of the storm, Sherifé 
Westlake came out from the isn- 
lated crash scene with his party 
and said no attempt would basa 
made to return until morning. 

New Type Plane. 

The plane was one of the new 
Lockheed “Zephyrs” recently pv§ 
into service by the airline. A two- 
motored, all-metal ship, it hed 
space for 14 passengers, but the 
airline had been flying it with 
seats for only 10 passengers. Tha 
plane had a top speed of 220 miles 
an hour. 

The plane was flying from Seat- 
tle to Chicago, via Minneapolis. 
It was grounded a short time at 
Butte in the afternoon because 
of bad weather and then took off 
for Billings, Mont. 

Going for aid, Larson and White 
trudged through heavy snow to 
the highway where they met 
Sheriff Westlake and a party of 
forest rangers. 

Taking to skis and snewshoes, 
the sheriff and the rangers con- 
tinued to the isolated scene, near

Governor Is ‘Hands-Off,’ 
Delegation Told; Many

A showdown vote on legaliza- 
tion of liquor in Georgia’s six larg- 
est counties is due in the house of 
representatives today, following 
nearly three days of bitter debate. 

With the “previous question” 
called for as the house adjourned 
yesterday afternoon, the climax of 
the fight, balloting, is expected to 
begin about noon. 

Representatives will cast votes 
on two proposals, the Thomas bill 
which provides for sale of package 
liquor by privately owned licensed 
whisky stores, and the Lanham 
state liquor store plan. Many 
amendments have been offered on 
both and must be voted on before 
the final ballot is taken. 

Both Claim Strength. 

Both wets and drys continued 
predictions of success today in the 
second battle within a year. on the 
same question. Repéalists claim’ 
they have the necessary 103 votes 
assured, while. the prohibitionists 
assert the proposals will be killed 
when the count is taken. 

Representative Sabados, chair- 
man of the temperance committee, 
which reported the Thomas bill 
favorably by a vote of 16 to 2, will 
be the last speaker this morning. 
He will have 20 minutes to plead 
his cause before Speaker Harris 
orders the voting to begin. 

First to be considered will be 
the Lanham state store bill, mod- 
eled on the Virginia plan, with the 
Thomas bill to be taken up if 
house members refuse Lanham’s 
proposal. 

Galleries Packed. 

Yesterday’s sessions were given 
over entirely to debate on the. bill, 
Gebate which packed the galler- 
ies and the floor of the hcuse with 
spectators, most of whom showed 
support of the dry cause.

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AS BETRAYING DIXIE 
BY PAY-HOUR STAND 


Rivers Answers Solon With 
Comment He Is Sticking 
to Platform.

‘A legislator’s charge that south- 
ern governors “betrayed the south” 
by indorsing the principle of 
wage-hour legislation drew re- 
torts yesterday from Governor 
Bibb Graves, of Alabama, and 


Governor Rivers, of Georgia, and 
praise from Representative Cox, 
of Georgia. 

State Representative Robert El- 
liott, of Muscogee, in a speech in 
the Georgia house of representa- 
tives yesterday assailed the south- 
ern governors in general, and Riv- 
ers in particular, for what he term- 
ed “betraying the south, and coat- 
tail riding.” 

Both Graves and Rivers said the 
governors, meeting in Washington, 
indorsed no particular bill, but 
merely expressed themselves in 
favor of the principle of “estab- 
lishing a ceiling above which the 
hours of work could not rise, and a 
floor below which wages could not 


fall.” 
| Cox “Shocked.” 

Cox, an opponent of the pend- 
ing wage-hour bill, said the action 
of the southern governors “should 
be shocking to every person in the 
south who knows what such leg- 
islation is intended to do and what 
it would do to this great and grow- 
ing section of the country.” 

Elliott, whose home is in Co- 
lumbus, in and near which many 
textile mills are located, called 
the wage-hour bill “an attempt to 
return textile business from the 
south to New England.” He said 
the bill was drafted by ‘“Repre- 
sentative Connery, a Massachu- 
setts Yankee, and Hugo Black, a 
southern Democrat turacvoat who 
sold out his section’s interests in 
exchange for a job at $20,000 a 
year for the rest of his life.’”’

SHANGHAI, Jan. 11.-—(Tues=} 
day)—(#)—A renewed Japanese 
push toward Suchow, strategic 
rail junction north of Nanking, ap- 
peared imminent today after the 
bloodless occupation of Tsingtao, 
principal port of rich Shantung 
province, 

Without firing a shot, Japanese 
naval forces occupied Tsingtao 
yesterday, 10 days after the city’s 
defenders had fled, leaving acres 
of dynamited, burned and looted 
Japanese buildings. Destruction of 
Japanese properties was estimated 
at $100,000,000. 

There was no sign of opposition 
as 400 marines entered the de- 
fenseless city after an 18-mile 
march from Shatzekow. Soon after 
they arrived, troopships entered 
the harbor and began disembark- 
ing additional marines. 

Japanese patrols immediately 
lowered white flags, which had 
been hoisted before their entry, 
and raised in their places the ris- 
ing sun banners of Japan. . 


Tsingtao was completed, Ameri- 
cans and other foreigners, who had 
assembled at the Edgewater ho- 
tel outside the anticipated danger 
zone, returned to their homes, 

Foreign volunteer police, or- 
ganized after Chinese authorities 
left, formally handed over the ad- 
ministration of the city to the 
Japanese.

Authoritative sources, however, 
asserted Britain was prepared to 
accede to some of the Japanese 
demands for an increased share in 
the government of the Shanghai 
foreign community. 

Government quarters -did not 
disclose the terms on which Great 
Britain was willing to compromise, 
but it was indicated they included 
increased Japanese personnel on 
the settlement’s police force. 

The British notes to Washington 
and Paris and also to British au-

INCOMES—GROSS AND NET 

The contributions that people of large in- 

come make to the treasury of the United States, 
through income taxes, are interestingly reveal- 
ed in connection with the list of top-bracket in- 
comes made public by a congressional commit- 
tee. | 
Thus it is shown that Alfred P. Sloan Jr., 
of General Motors, tops the national salary rolls 
with $561,311 in his pay envelope for 1936. 
Claudette Colbert was the highest income wom- 
an with $350,833. 
The rates of regular income tax and surtax 
én an income of $300,000 amount to approxi- 
mately 55 cents on the dollar, yielding $164,000. 
The rate on the Sloan income, which exceeds 
$500,000, is probably at a higher ratio even 
than this. 

There were, in 1936, 16 individuals in the 
United States who earned better than $300,000. 
Thus, these 16 alone contributed a minimum of 
$2,624,000 to the government in income taxes. 
When the payments they made in state and 
local taxes, indirect taxes and other forms of 
tax payment are considered, the residue of 
their earnings remaining comprise a compara~ 
tively small part of the gross amount. : 

In cases of industrial and business execu- 
tives, whose earning power may reasonably be 
expected to continue through a normal life- 
time, there can be no objection to even such 
heavy tax levies in times when heavy govern- 
mental spending is necessary. Fair taxation is 
based upon ability to pay. The individual with 
greater excess over living needs should pay a 
greater proportion than the man whose income 
barely exceeds his necessary outgo. 

In the case of movie stars and other high 
earners whose large incomes are, at best, con- 
fined to but‘a*few years of their lives} the situa- 
tion is different. ‘The artist or professional 
worker who earns in the higher brackets for a 
few years only, due to the result of long years 
of training or through some temporary fortui- 
tous condition, pays what might fairly be con- 
sidered a heavier tax. 

The lifetime earnings of the two groups 
are not comparable. One may earn, say, $100,- 
000 a year or more for 25 years, while the other, 
at best, cannot expect more than 5 to 10 


“years in that plutocratic bracket. 


EMANUEL SWEDENBORG 

On January 29 there will be a world-wide 
celebration of the 250th anniversary of the 
birth of Emanuel Swedenborg, with the United 
States, England, France and other countries 
taking part. The American observance will 
center in a commemorative dinner in New 
York, on January 26, while progranis will be 
held in approximately 40 cities, scattered from 
coast to coast. 


The achievements of this man whom the 
world will thus honor cover a range of the arts, 
sciences and philosophies unparalleled. Much 
of the things he discovered and taught were 
so far in advance of his day that they were 
then unappreciated, it remaining for later gen- 
erations to slowly toil up the hill of knowledge 
where he had pioneered. 


Swedenborg is credited with being the first 
man to visualize an airplane upon the same 
principles as those we see today. He was the 
first man to employ mercury to create a 
vacuum; he visioned and described on scien- 
tifically correct theories the submarine and the 
machine gun; he advanced a molecular theory 
which anticipated modern views. He was the 
first Scandinavian geologist and he gave im- 
proved methods of mining and metallurgy to 
his country. 


In later life, Swedenborg became interested 
in anatomy and physiology. He was 150 years 
ahead of his time in knowledge of the func- 
tions of the brain and the spinal cord. He 
contributed treatises on almost every known 
science which are still read and valued today. 


Then, at the age of 55, he became inter- 
ested in religion. He produced 83 volumes on 
religious subjects in 29 years. Although he 
never expressed the wish for such an out- 
come, a church was founded in his name, on 
the doctrines he had formulated, after his 
death. 

There are few men in world history whose 
memory is so deserving of perpetuation as 
Swedenborg. It would be for the general good 
if a renewal of interest in his*writings could 
be the outcome of the celebration to be held 
this month in New York, London, Paris, Ge- 
neva, Strassbourg and other places.

Plans to construct approximately 200 miles 
of additional rural electric lines in Cobb county 
draw attention to an outstanding development, 
with respect tod Nving conditions in the rural 
areas of the state.

The Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration program of the federal 
government can perform as great or greater 
service to the farmers of Georgia as to those of 
any other state. 

The coming of electric power to the farm 
brings the dawn of-a new day. It makes it pos- 
sible modernized work conditions, both in the 
field and in the home. It opens the door for 
the installation of work devices that not only 
save incalculable labor, but make for multiplied 
profits and for finer products. 

It is the corner which leads away from the 
soul-searing, back-breaking toil of the early 
pioneers to the cheerful, efficient, happy life 
possible for everyone today. It transforms the 
farm home from a place of practical slavery to 


a laboratory where light-hearted men and 


women take pride and pleasure in their occu- 
pation. 

Each extension of electrical power into the 
farm areas of Georgia brings nearer the day 
when the rural citizen will at last realize to 
the full the truth that those who live close to 
the earth, who breathe the air of the open 
countryside and who know nothing of the re- 
strictions of city streets, are living nearest to 
the ideal which the Creator intended when He 
made man. 

Cobb county is pointing a way that every 
county in Georgia can well follow. For elec- 
tricity is a servant that brings power practically 
unlimited for employment in every activity of 
man. 


WRITE TO YOUR CONGRESSMAN 

In a recent Washington letter an outstand- 
ing information service refers to the inarticu- 
lateness of the average American business man 
when it comes to letting congress know his 
views of current issues. 

“We feel confident,” the service letter reads, 
“that the solid interests of the country have not 
yet learned the technic of impressing Washing- 
ton with their wishes. Executives do too little 
letter-writing to congressmen who act bravely 
and wisely. Most of the capitol mail is from 
radicals and it ought to be from the intelligent 
people of the country. Politicians are guided by 
public opinion, as they get it, and no man is 
so highly placed that he does not value a pat 
on the back.” 

It is an understandable, yet unfortunate, 
truth that fanatics always make more noise 
than the average, intelligent, conservative citi- 
zens. It is the extremist who likes to shout his 
views, whether vocally or on paper. Thus, by 
sheer noise and persistence, a minority of 
radicals may easily impress congressmen with

Every man in- 
terested in the welfare of the nation should 
never hesitate to let his own representative at 
Washington know his stand on any important 
question before congress. And, if people gen- 
erally would adopt the habit of commendation 
for what they consider wise action by their rep- 
resentatives, there would be much encourage- 
ment for future courage of the same character. 

The nation’s government can only be truly 
representative of the nation’s desires and views 
when every citizen keeps his congressman fully 
informed as to his own opinions. 

More letter writing to Washington would re- 
sult in more intelligent action by congress. The 


louder the rumble of public opinion the surer 


it. is to reach the ear of a representative pri- 
marily interested in pleasing the constituents 
who elected him and who, he hopes, will re- 
elect him in due time.

NEW YORK.—Less than 24 
hours after a quarter million 
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workers of the transit system of 


Paris walked out, Premier Chau- 


temps succeeded in having the 
strike called off by promising a 
wage increase with the beginning 
of the year. In this way an up- 
heaval of serious proportions was 
avoided. But the fundamental 
malady of the French political 
system persists.

Rumanian Switch. 


Overnight the international line- 
up in Europe has undergone an 
almost revolutionary change with 
the appointment by King Carol, of 
Rumania, of M. Goga to the pre- 
miership. This gentleman is 
known to be in favor of orientating 
Rumania in the direction of Ger- 
many, that is to say out of the 
French system of alliances. T'ie 
recent journey of M. Delbos, the 
French foreign ministe: to Buch- 
arest to bolster up the French al- 
liance has been futile and King 
Carol’s high-sounding assurance at 
the maneuvers: Now you see an 
army on which France can count 
in reality meant nothing at all, as 
was said in this column, and now 
is seen to mean’ worse than noth- 
ing. Goga used the Jewish prob- 
lem to get into power. For years 
his newspapers, heavily subsidized 
by the Nazi government, have agi- 
tated against the Jews. Not that 
Hitler is interested in the Jews in 
Rumania. Hitler is interested in 
Rumanian oil and Rumanian 
wheat. By turning out the quasi 
liberal government in Rumania 
which protected the Jews, and 
backing the opposition candidate 
Goga, Nazi Germany has won a 
signal international victory. It is 
Rumanian oil the German mech- 
anized army needs for its con- 
quering march in 1942, The ex- 
ample of Rumania is bound to be 
followed by Jugo-Slavia at an 
early date and by Poland later.

THE CHARM OF REDEMPTION. 

F. W. Robertson has a phrase to 
the effect that Jesus always 
viewed a human being as salvable. 
He estimated life, not in terms of 
the present, but of the future. 
Where others saw only a wreck, 
He saw the wreck made into a 
buoyant ship. The group of par- 
ables in the 15th. chapter of Luke 
bear compelling testimony to this 
attitude which guided Jesus in 
His approach to life. A lost coin 
that can be found attracts ener- 
getic seekers. So with the sheep 
or son that has strayed. The con- 
ception of redemption has certain 
charm. 

Jesus was not so much interest- 
ed and attracted by the skinflint 
tax gatherer, Zacchaeus, but a 
Zacchaeus remade, a liberal, loyal 
son of Abraham, such a possibility 
enlisted the Son of God. The 
Pharisees saw a wretched woman 
cowering in her shame. Jesus saw 
a woman who would sin no more, 
one of tomorrow’s madonnas. The 
crowd shuddered at the demoniac. 
Jesus saw the man restored and 
giving glory to God. His view was 
that of the architect who sees the 
town that shall rise, hears the 
hum of its machinery and plans 
for the children who shall throng 
the restored streets. 

Careful observers tell me that a 
characteristic of our day and gen- 
eration is a decreased dependence 
on the power of God to transform 
a degraded life. Such an attitude 
cannot obtain in hearts that fol- 
low closely the example of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Said He: “I, if 
I be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto Me,” and again 
He said: “For God sent not His 
Son into the world to condemn the 
world; but that the’ world should 
be saved through Him.” Jesus saw 
men as salvable.

Tax Limit Amendment. 


Chief among the amendments to 
the Thomas bill offered yesterday 
was one by Representatives Gray- 
son and Carmichael, which pro- 
vides that upon the passzge of ihe 
bill the state ad valorem tax as- 
sessment would be limited to three 
mills, instead of five as at pres- 
ent, and that the countics would 
be permitted to levy an additional 
two mills tax for county purposes. 
This is in line with the plan of the 
bill’s sponsors to aid the county 
governments, the chief concern of 
the assembly at present. 

State Warehouse. 

Another amendment by the same 
members provides that the state 
shall establish a central warehouse 
where all wholesale liquor dealers 
may obtain space and pay their 
taxes.

Still another amendment by the 
same group would permit other 
counties to obtain taxed liquor if 
25 per cent of the voters petition 
for an election and the taxes are 
approved in the election. As the 
bill now reads, the legal liquor 
could be obtained only in the six 
counties. The DeKalb delegation 
has offered an amendment to ex- 
clude their county. 

Representatives Scruggs and 
Dukes, of Washington county, 
have offered an amendment to tax 
soft drinks in the same bill. The 
house voted down a soft drink tax 
last month. 

Substitute Bill. 

Representative Lanham, of 
Floyd county, yesterday presented 
a substitute bill, calling for state- 
owned and operated liquor stores 
in the six largest counties of the 
state. Representative Coleman, of 
Lowndes county, offered an 
amendment to this bill providing 
for local option for all counties. 

Salary Raises Approved.

‘Mortal man, in the very nature 
of his make-up, is more or less 
the manifestation of suppression 
or. repression. ._I have seen some 
remarkable accomplishments in 
the healing of sickness, poverty, 
business difficulties, and so forth, 
through the understanding and in- 
dividual demonstration of man as 
expression.

and proposed amendments to the 
administration - sponsored  reor- 
ganization bill today. 

The measure, already approved 
by the house, would set up a tax 
commissioner, consolidate the 
state’s tax assessing and collecting 
machinery, provide for a board of 
tax appeals, and abolish the state 
revenue commission. It is the key 
measure in Governor Rivers’ tax 
reform program. 

The measure is eligible for final 
action as soon as the finance com- 
mittee sends it to the floor. The 
subcommittee’s report is sched- 
uled for a meeting of the entire 
committee immediately after the 
senate adjourns today.

Soup Prologue May 


Stimulate Appetite 


By RUTH CHAMBERS 


Soup may be the curtain raiser 
lo the program of your dinner or it | 


may be the main part of the re- | 
past. The kind of soup you se~ 
lect will depend upon whether you 
intend the soup course to stimu-. 
late the appetite or completely | 
satisfy it. There’s nothing better 
than a good soup to perform either 


role, | 

A thin soup, such as consomme | 
or bouillon, arouses appetite 
through its taste and aroma, but it 
has little food value. On the other 
hand, there are thick soups which 


i 
are a good meal in themselves. | 
Others, like cream soups, rank 
somewhere in between and may 
be used advantageously to make a 
light meal more hearty. 

Soups With Meat Flavor. 

The two general classifications 
of soup are those made with a 
meat stock base and those made 
without stock. Cream soups are 
usually made without stock, but. 
sometimes stock is added to give 
them flavor. 

It is the flavor of meat which 
is extracted for meat stock. For 
this reason, cuts containing the 
maximum amount of flavor are) 
used. A shank of beef or a cut 
through the lower part of the 
round is excellent. Brown stock | 
is prepared from beef and crushed | 
beef bone. White stock is made | 
from veal and chicken. | 

The meat should be cut in small, 
pieces and the bones crushed. The | 
meat should be covered with cold | 
water and salt is added at the be- | 


ginning of the cooking process. The | 


meat is simmered for a long time. | 
Spices and vegetables are cooked | 
in the broth to season the stock. | 
Among the seasonings used are. 
bay-leaf, thyme, parsley, marjo- 
ram, allspice, celery salt, onion 
salt, cloves, mace, paprika and | 
white and black pepper. 
French Keep Soup Kettle. 

Clever and thrifty French cooks 
keep a soup kettle on the fire and 
into this kettle go bits of meat and 
vegetables zand seasonings which | 
might otherwise be wasted, and) 
these cook slowly so that their 
flavor goes into the stock. This 
serves as the basis of a variety of 
soups. | 

Bouillon is made from beef, and 
while vegetables may be cooked in | 
it for flavor, it is served clear. 

Consomme is made from a com- 
bination of meat, usually beef and | 
veal, sometimes also ham. It is) 
served with.a wide variety of gar- | 
nishes. A famous cook. M. Filip- 
pini, for many years with the old 
Delmonico’s restaurant in New 
York city, wrote a cook book in 
which he gave one basic recipe for 
consomme and 66 variations of 

es. 
Famous Consommes. 

Among the best-known is con-| 
somme Julienne, which consists of | 
regular consomme to which thin, 
match-like strips of vegetables, 
such as turnip, carrot*and celery 
are added. 

Consomme royale contains smal! 
fancy snapes of custard. This cus- 
tard is made with broth in place 
of milk and with salt and pepper 


bowls. 


Consomme Colbert, named for 


the French statesman who lived 
in the reign of Louis XIV, con- 
tains a poachedeegg in the bottom 
of the dish. Colbert’s chef in- 
vented. this consomme in order to 
give his master a nutritious dish, 
easy to eat. Perhaps the idea 


‘might be used by a homemaker 


who wishes to tempt ar invalid or 
child to take more nourishing food. 

Consomme Russe has raw chop- 
ped beet added at the time of 


‘Clearing, and is a consomme rich 


in color and of good flavor. 
The well-known consomme 
printaniere (springtime), contains 


/a mixture of green vegetables. 


Keep Garnishes Small. 


Consomme is also garnished 
with rice, pastes such as spaghetti, 
Italian paste in fancy shapes, 
macaroni, noodles and vermicelli. 

Vegetables used for a garnish 
with consomme should be cut 
evenly and cooked in a small 
amount of liquid. The amount in 
each plate of consomme is small, 
about a tablespoonful, for con- 
somme is never a héarty dish.

BLE FOR OVERWEIGHT. 

If you have lapsed from a size 
14 to a size 18, blame it on the 
Calories are those per- 
nicious littlegfood units that add 
to your weight and detract from 
your appearance. Let’s sit right 
down and figure out a way to get 
them under control, 

Unless you are a Phi Beta Kap- 
pa, you probably dislike arith- 
metic as much as I do, so we will 
make our calorie calculation as 
simple as possible. 

What is your normal weight? 

Write that figure down and mul- 
tiply it by 16. For example, if 
you should normally weigh 130 
pounds, then 130 x 16 — 2,080. 
Your norma! weight, multiplied by 
16, represents the number of cal- 
eries you can take without gain- 
ing or losing weight. 
But you want to lose! Then use 
only two-thirds your normal cal- 
erie allowance, so that you can 
draw on stored fat for one-third 
your calorie needs. In the case 
of the reducer who should weigh 
130 pounds, this would be about 
1,300 calories. 
Perhaps you would like to know 
why we use the figure 16 as the 
multiplier, This is the average ac- 
tivity interger. Scientists have 
found that we use from 14 to 20 
calories per pound body weight. 
With practically no exercise, we 
use 14 calories per pound; with 
light exercise, 16 calories per 
pound and with fairly active ex- 
ercise, 18 to 20 calories per pound 
body weight.

You are likely to be optimistic 
about the amount of exercise yo - 
take. If you are overweight, you 
are taking too little exercise to 
burn the daily calories. Modern 
housekeeping is classified as light 
exercise and 16 is the average fac- 
tor for this type activity. You 
may work hard and not use ° 
large muscles which burn the 
most calories. Women office work- 
ers usé 14 to 16 calories per pound 
body weight. This factor is, of 
course, modified in accordance 
with outside activity. The aver- 
age man office worker uses around 
16 calories per pound body weight. 

The reason we take normal 
weight rather than present weight 
as the basis for calculating energy 
requirements is that excess fat is 
not active tissue and, therefore, 
uses few calories. 

But by cutting the calorie in- 
take to two-thirds your require- 
ments you live in part on your 
own body fat and are able to lose 
weight at the rate of one to two 
pounds per week. Two-thirds 
your normal calorie allowance 
makes a safe reducing diet, pro- 
viding it includes daily the es- 
sential food elements. 

Since the reducing diet for 1 : 
average woman should contain 1,- 
200 caloriés per day, the daily re- 
ducing menus are balanced at that 
figure. Add or subtract calories 
in accordance with your needs. 
Theediet in the “Man Size Re- 
ducing Menus,” which are avail- 
able upon request, are also based 
on the average reducing require- 
ments of 1,400 to 1,600 calories 
per day. 

Cutting down the calories and 
increasing your exercise will grad- 
ually restore your weight to nor- 
mal and your silhouette to symme-

Left to Committee 
and Hunt.

ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 10.—Joel 
Hunt, who for five years has been 
backfield coach at Louisiana State 
University, tonight was named 
head football coach of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, succeeding Harry 
J. Mehre, resigned. 


The governing board of athletics 
of the state university, accepting 
recommendations of the subcom- 
mittee of five men, announced the 
following slate of coaches after a 
relatively brief session in Presi- 
dent Harmon Caldwell’s office: 


Head coach—Joel Hunt. 


End coach and coach of bas- 
ketball—Elmer A. Lampe. 


Varsity football trainer and 
track coach—Weems Baskin. 


Assistant track coach—Forest 
(Spec) Towns. 

Freshmen football coach— 
Howell Hollis. 

Dr. W. O. Payne, who is fac- 
ulty chairman of athletics, also 
was named director of athletics 
by the board. This was a sur- 
prise move. 

The board selected C. W. 
Jones coach of boxing and 
swimming, and the only two to 
be named are two assistant foot- 
ball coaches, selection of whom 
the 19-man board delegated to 
the subcommittee of five. 


Johny Broadnax, who has serv- 
ed as freshman coach for many 
years, was named assistant to the 
faculty chairman of athletics. 

Failure of the board to name 
other coaches in the new setup 
was answered in the statement 
that “all other coaches are left in 
the hands of the committee to- 
gether with the head coach, and 
these assistants will be named as 
soon as possible.” 

Length of contract or salaries of 
any of the coaches was not re- 
vealed by the committee. 


EN ROUTE HERE. 

Hunt, Georgia’s new head coach 
and one of Texas A. &. M.’s 
brightest football stars of the past, 
is en route to Athens, it was re- 
vealed by Harold Hirsch, who, 
together with Dr. Payne, made the 
announcement of the new athletic 
setup... Lampe is expected to ar- 
rive around the first of February. 

It may be that Hunt will attend 
the banquet for the Georgia team 
here tomorrow night. 

Louisiana State authorities said 
today “Ears” Whitworth, the Ben- 
gal frosh coach, definitely will re- 
main at L. S. U. in this position. 
Whitworth was prominently men- 
tioned for an assistant’s post and it 
is known that Hunt had Whit- 
worth in mind as one of men he 
will recommend to the committee 
as his aide. 

Officials of the governing board 
said they were not in a position to 
say who would handle Georgia’s 
basketball team for the time be- 
ing. It may be that Howell Hollis 
will be in charge when the Bull- 
dogs play Clemson here tomorrow 
night. 

“WITH REGRETS.” 

The board accepted resignations 
of Rex Enright, Vernon (Catfish) 
Smith and Ted Twomey “with re- 
grets.” 

Mr. Hirsch adijed that Smith 
was one of the greatest athletes 
Georgia has ever had, and in 
recognition of his services aS a 
student, player and coach he will 
be rewarded with 4 silver service. 

Smith, in addition to his ath- 
letic career, has spent 10 years at 
the University of Georgia. 

Lampe, Georgia’s new end 
coach and head of basketball, has 
had quite a record at Carroll Col- 
lege in Waukesha, Wis. He was 
a star end for the University of 
Chicago. 

His football team at Carroll has 
gone undefeated in the last 17 
games, and in basketball Carroll 
has won championships the past 
three seasons. 

It is expected that two assist- 
ant coaches will be named before 
long. Just who they are to be is 
altogether uncertain. 

Wallace Butts, former Mercer 
athlete, who is now coaching 
Male High in Louisvilic. Ky., said 
today that he had been offered a 
position in the new setup but was 
“between the devil and the deep 
blue sea.”

NEW LAWS NEEDED 
TO INCREASE NAVY 


President Reviews Program 
With Officials; Cruisers 
May Be Added. 


WASHINGTON; Jan. 10.—(P)— 
The Roosevelt administration’s 
program for expanding the navy 
may call for additional cruisers, 
aircraft carriers and other types, 
it was indicated tonight. 

President Roosevelt reviewec 
the program with navy and State 
Department officials today. While 
they were extremely reluctant to 
talk to reporters afterward, Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, chief of 
naval operations, did say the con- 
struction would require new leg- 
islation. . 

This was taken to mean that 
cruisers and _ aircraft carriers 
might be in the new program. 
Under existing legislation, known 
as the Vinson-Trammell act of 
1934, the navy has built to the 
limit of its authority in carriers 
and heavy cruisers. The act au- 
thorizes 17,000 more tons of light 
cruisers, but these have been pro- 


posed in the new budget recently: 


sent to congress. 

Under the act the navy also has 
permission to build (but congress 
has yet to appropriate for) nine 
more battleships, 64,000 tons of 
destroyers and 19,000 tons of sub- 
marines. Two of the nine battle- 
ships, eight destroyers aggregating 
between 8,000 and 12,000 tons, and 
six submarines with a total ton- 
nage of 8,000 or 9,000, are pro- 
posed in the new budget. 

There were reports at the cap- 
itol that the navy had proposed a 
new long-range program involv- 
ing a 20 per cent increase in ex- 
isting authorizations in each cat- 
egory. gies 

Whatever program is recom- 
mended by the President, its cost 
will increase the deficit of $950,- 
000,000 predicted for next year, 
as it is outside the regular budg- 
et already in the hands of con- 
gress.

For New Building at University 


The building committee of the 
state board of regents will meet 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon in the 
regents’ office in the state capitol 
to award the contract for con- 
struction of a teacher training 
building at the University of Geor- 
gia at Athens. Construction will 
begin immediately, and the tenta- 
tive completion date is September 
1. The cost is estimated at 
$200,000. 

“We shall make every possible 
effort to have this magnificent 
building completed and ready for 
use for the opening of the school 
term in September this year,” 
Chancellor S. V. Sanford stated. 

“It is the plan of the board of 
regents to offer the best possible 
instruction in the training of 
teachers for.the public school sys- 
tem of Georgia. The completion of 
this building will make it possible 
for the university system to co- 
operate in every detail in this re- 
spect with the public school sys- 
tem,” Chancellor Sanford further 
stated. 


Head of Department. 

The state board of regents, dur- 
ing the summer of 1937, elected 
Dr. W. D. Cocking as head of the 
department of education at the 
university. Dr. Cocking is a Ph. D. 
graduate from Teachers’ College of 
Columbia University. Prior to his 
connection with the University of 
Georgia, he was a member of the 
faculty of Peabody College, -and 
from 1933 to 1937 served as state 
commissioner of education of Ten- 
nessee. He is at present advisor to 
President Roosevelt’s Committee 
on Vocational Education. Several 
other outstanding faculty additions 
have been made to this depart- 
ment.

The plans and specifications for 
the building were prepared by the 
architectural firm of Tucker and 
Howell, of Atlanta.
